Applicants note that 
elected claims 1, 2, 3, 5, 8 and 9 encompass the elected species. 

Applicants understand that on allowance of a generic claim they 
will be entitled to consideration of claims to additional species 
which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of the 
allowable generic claim.
